Revs. R P. Herrick aud M. L. H u t­ 
ton. 
This morning after devotional ser­ 
vices and miscellaneous 
business 
Rev. W. E. Griffith, of Aitkin, read a 
paper on the ‘‘Needs and Benefits of 
the Fellowship of Churches.” 
The 
paper was interesting and suggestive 
and was followed by quite a lively 
discussion, in which it was generally 
thought that there was great need 
of a closer fellowship. 
Rev. George 
Michaels, of Walker, gave a paper 
on “ A City Without a Church.” 
It 
was along a humorous line and yet it 
was very foreeible aud pointed out 
the fact that in many towns Christi­ 
anity suffered because of the intense 
sectarian bigotry of church people. 
The paper was a plea for closer co­ 
operation of all churches.

There were reports read yesterday 
afternoon from all the churches. 
Most of these reported substantial 
improvements and increase of mem­ 
bership. 


Free Public Libraries. 
it may not be known to many peo­ 
ple in Minnesota that a free Horary 
may be had for the asking by apply­ 
ing to the Minnesota State Library 
Commission. 
This commission was 
established by the legislature in 1899, 
and a system of free traveling libra­ 
ries was Ijeguu in January, 1900, as 
soon as funds were available. Libra­ 
ries have been added from year to 
year, until there are now 200 in cir­ 
culation. 
A traveling library con­ 
tains 25or 50 carefully selected books 
packed in a neat case, with blanks, 
catalogs and necessary directions for 
the circulation of the books. 
A 
library will be loaned to any village, 
town or community 
upon 
appli­ 
cation of at least IO resident tax­ 
payers, who will form a local library 
association and agree to be respon- j 
sible for the proper care of the j 
library. 
A fee of $1.00 for 50 books 
and 50 cents for 25 books is charged 
for each library to cover cost of 
transportation 
both 
ways. 
The 
books may be retained six months, 
but will be exchanged oftener if de­ 
sired. 
The traveling libraries are 
especially designee! for the use of 
farming communities and small vil­ 
lages which cannot support a local 
public library. They are also of 
great service to small public libraries 
which cannot have frequent acces­ 
sions of new books. 
They should 
also serve as an incentive to the* 
establishment of libraries in small 
villages and towns. 
The appropriation for the year 
1902-3 will be available August 1st, 
and new libraries will be ready for 
circulation in the fail. 
Those wish­ 
ing to take advantage of this splen­ 
did opportunity to get the best books 
free of cost should make application 
as soon as possible to Miss Gratia 
Countryman, secretary of the Min­ 
nesota State Library Commission, 
Public Library. Minneapolis, who 
will furnish application blacks and 
full information.

T h e in h a b ita n ts a re flocking into the 
great square of th e tow n. 
A heavy surf h as been beating on 
th e shore for th e last tw o hours and 
an enorm ous, greyish yellow cloud, at

T he night Is intensely d ark and th e 
sta rs are only faintly visible.
